The leeches of the system will not pause in 
their voracious feast, to weigh such enemies in the scale of 
importance, Itis Tue reopir, that must at last speak with 
effect ; and who shall ask the congregated mass of Britons, 
to ask, for ~_ part, privileges or rights that are not shared 
by the i chole 2 : 

In your preliminary letter, you have not cutered upon 
any thing further than the proposition that practicability 
should be the basis of exertion in the eause of reform.

think they would contribute very powerfully to the success 
of such endeavours, by proving how much less than is duc, 

is asked for the peop te. ‘Phough we deem it dhe most pru- 
dent, as it is certai: Ny the most honest, to demand OUR 
RIGHTS; yet we throw no impediments in the way of those 
who would be satis@cd with less. And it is not justice to 
alledge, that our pursuit of what we think absolutely bes 
tongs to us as men, is areason for keeping from us those 
rights which our opponents confess are due. That the rich 
and the timid will not generally eulist under the banners of 
Universal Suffrage is what weexpect ; and in truth it is every 
thing but a misfortune. The army of Xerxes was not the 
more formidable, because it was countless in numbers and 
glittering with gold. Resolduéion, courage, perseverance. 
and a good cuuse, are the best means of success. These I 
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think are unifed upon the Question of Universal. Suffrage: 
That its advocates exhibit more zeal than prudence, I cannoty 
of course, admit. Danger and difficulty are: seldom con- 
quered without adequate efforts; and the vain struggle 
which the moderate reformers have maintained so long- 
against the continucd encroachments of power, should teach 
them the propricty of changing the ground from which 
they have hitherto been constantly beaten. While any 
exclusion is allowed, all exclusion may be justified. If 
ONE MAN may be denied the rights of his species, a 
million, or ten millions may beso, and with the same justice. 
He whowould deny freedom to another, does not deserve it 
himself ; and has no right to complain when deprived of it 
by a tyrant stronger than himself, since he would contri. 
bute to rob another of the blessing.

The Committee appointed to direct the subscripiion for 
the relicf of the unfortunate victims of the late suspension 
of the Habeas Corpus, feel themselves called upon again 
to address the public om behalf of these injured individuals. 

The number of claimants on this sacred fund, is muah 
greater than was anticipated. Upwards of fifty men, in 
England, have been torn from their homes and families, and 
have been imprisoned collectively 8296 days, to quiet the 
fears of a guilty administration, aud to colour the most 
wicked devices against the law and libertics of our country. 

The wives of twenty one of these persons, as alrearty 
ascertained, were left burthened with the pressing wants 
of 106 children ; whose natural protectors were pining 
Onder equally unmerited sufferings in dungeons and in 
chains; exposed to the contraction of discase, under the 
pains of which one has sunk into the grave since his libem. 
tion; a second is still lingering on its brink; and a third 
was goaded tu suicide, leaving a wife and ten orphans to 
execrate his destroyers, and to implore the retribution of 
heaven and his country for his blood. 

The sanscriptions already collected, do not amount te 
more than £1,200, and of that sum, near £1,000 has been 
already distributed amongst 50 of the claimants, in sums 
apportioned to the circumstances which have heen repre- 
sented to the Committee. But the publie will readily per. 
ceive how totally inadequate to their existing wants, must 
be the relief which the ,Comimittce has yet been able to af. 
ford—many of them are still the objects of a paltry perse. 
cution by the minor satraps of the system; and the Act of 
Indemnity for the guilt of the authors of thcir sufferings, 
has finally ¢lused against them the doors of that justice, 
which the English constitution has declared, should be de. 

iied to no man, but whichis denied to these me n,( whose only 
crime was secking to recover the laws), by those who have 

wantonly outraged them. ‘The consideration of the cases 
of those imprisoned against law, and discharged without 
(rial in Scotland, has not yet occupied the attention of the 
Committee. Nor will they be able even to alleviate 
the sufferings of a number, for whom the sincerest sym. 
pathy must be felt, unless that public, te which alone these 
destived martyrs to the cause of freedom and reform car 
appeal, shall, more justly thaw generously, ext its 
@xcertions, 

The Commiitee cannot, however, doubt but that all whe 
wish protection * will offer it to those who are in need sid ok 
that all whoowish well to the prospe rity of their country, il! 
come forward in behalf of those who have suffered iu thar 
country’s cause; and that all whe hate tyranny, wilh shew 
their abhorrence of its measures, by raising its wounded
